RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Combined  hog  receipts  at  the  12  markets 
and  in  the  Interior  Iowa-So.  Minn,  area  were 
the  largest  since  the  week  ended  December  1, 
1956,  this  the  main  factor  influencing  the 
50-750  decline  on  barrows  and  gilts.  Trading 
on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  was  rather 
slow  at  midwest  terminals.  Choice  and  Prime 
fed  steers  sold  mostly  steady  with  other 
grades  steady  to  500  lower.  Slaughter  heif- 
ers closed  steady  to  250  lower  except  some 
950#  down  steady  to  500  higher.  Slaughter 
lambs  sold  250-$l.OO  lower,  mostly  500  off. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Salable 
cattle  at  12  markets  for  the  week  numbered 
234,000  head  or  about  30,000  more  than  the 
previous  holiday  week,  and  12,000  larger  than 
a  year  ago.  The  percentage  of  slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  in  the  overall  supply 
continued  to  increase  as  the  volume  of 
stockers  and  feeders  showed  a  seasonal  de- 
crease. The  percent  of  Choice  and  Prime 
slaughter  steers  was  proportionally  smaller 
and  with  demand  centered  on  such  kinds ,  prices 
were  mostly  steady.  At  some  markets  demand 
for  steers  over  1150#  was  narrow  with  prices 
lower.  Heifers  over  950#  were  also  in  poorer 
demand  than  the  lighter  offerings  at  most  of 
the  centers.  At  Chicago  high-Choice  and 
Prime  slaughter  steers  were  steady  to  500 
higher  while  Standard  to  average -Choice  were 
steady  to  500  lower.  At  the  other  terminals, 
Choice  slaughter  steers  under  1150#  sold 
steady  to  as  much  as  250  higher  while  heavier 
steers  were  steady  to  250  lower,  in  extremes 
500  lower.  For  the  most  part,  steers  grad- 
ing Standard  to  low-Choice  were  steady  to  500 
lower.  At  Chicago  heifers  over  950#  were 
steady  to  250  lower  and  lighter  weights 
steady  to  500  higher.  Heifers  at  the  other 
terminals  sold  steady  to  250  lower,  extremes 
500  lower.  Cows  found  a  ready  outlet  at  all 
markets  and  price  advances  ranged  from  500- 
$2.00,  mostly  5O0-$1.OO  higher  with  Sioux 
City  and  Omaha  showing  advances  of  $1.00- 
2.00.  Vealers  sold  steady  to  $2.00  higher. 

At  Chicago  Prime  steers  1150-1350#  sold 
from  $28.00-28.50,  high-Choice  and  Prime 
slaughter  steers  $26.25-27.75,  Choice  950- 
1100#  $26.25-27.00,  1100-1300#  $24.75-26.50. 
Good  to  average-Choice  $23.75-26.50,  Good 
$23.00-24.25.  Average  to  high-Choice  steers 
at  St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards  and  Indian- 
apolis sold  from  $27.00-27.50,  Choice  $25.50- 
26.50  Good  to  low-Choice  $23.00-25.50.  Bulk 
Choice  slaughter  steers  at  the  other  markets 
sold  at  $24.50-25.50  with  some  mostly  Choice 
down  to  $24.00,  and  high-Choice  and  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  offerings  at  $25.75-26.75; 
Good  and  low-Choice  $22.00-24.50.  At  Chi- 


cago, high-Choice  and  Prime  heifers  went  at 
$25.50-26.25,  Good  and  Choice  $22.50-25.25. 
Elsewhere,  Good  and  Choice  heifers  sold  at 
mostly  $21.00-25.00,  high-Choice  and  Prime 
$25.00-26.00.  Utility  and  Commercial  cows  sold 
at  $13.50-16.50,  Canners  and  Cutters  $11.00- 
14.50.  Good  and  Choice  vealers  at  So.  St. 
Paul  closed  at  $22.00-26.00,  high-Choice  and 
Prime  $27.00-29.00.  At  St.  Louis  National 
Stock  Yards,  Good  and  Choice  sold  at  $28.00- 
32.00,  Choice  and  Prime  to  $34.00. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
The  peak  of  the  fall  stocker  and  feeder  move- 
ment having  passed,  supplies  diminished  season- 
ally, and  with  less  of  a  selection  around, 
buyers  showed  renewed  interest  in  procuring 
replacements.  Trading  at  most  points  was  more 
active  than  recently,  and  prices  were  firm  to 
$1.00  higher,  instances  of  $1.00-2.00  up  on 
stock  calves  and  some  stock  cows  $1.00-1.50 
higher.  At  Kansas  City  best  clearance  in 
several  weeks  was  effected  at  largely  5O0-$1.OO 
higher  prices. 

Good  and  Choice  feeder  steers  750-1050# 
sold  from  $22.00-25.00,  few  loads  Good  steers 
$21.00-21.50  and  the  bulk  Medium  and  Good  $16.50-

Good  and  Choice  steer  calves  sold  largely 
from  $25.00-31.50  with  a  few  loads  Choice 
$32.00-33.25  at  Omaha,  Sioux  City  and  Denver. 
Two  loads  Choice  282#  heifer  calves  cashed  at 
$29.75  at  Omaha  but  otherwise  bulk  Good  and 
Choice  heifer  calves  sold  from  $21.00-28.00. 
Medium  and  Good  steer  and  heifer  calves  ranged 
$18.00-24.00.  Common,  Medium  and  Good  stock 
cows,  sold  from  $11.00-16.00,  few  Good  first- 
calf  cows  at  $17.00-18.75. 

HOGS  -  Combined  receipts  at  the  12  ter- 
minals and  direct  sales  within  the  Interior 
Iowa-So.  Minnesota  area  were  the  largest  since 
the  week  ending  December  1,  1956.  The  volume 
was  around  25  percent  greater  than  the  holiday 
shortened  supply  of  the  previous  week  and  14 
percent  larger  than  the  corresponding  week  last 
year.  The  bulk  of  the  butcher  supply  was  mixed 
U.  S.  No.  1-3,  190-270#  offerings  and  included 
fewer  No.  1  and  2  under  210#  while  there  was 
a  general  increase  of  No.  2  and  3  lots  weigh- 
ing 240-27C#.  Uniform  lots  of  butchers 
under  220#  met  fairly  good  demand  while  out- 
let was  rather  poor  for  consignments  above 
24C# .  Sows  comprised  from  8-14  percent  of 
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receipts  at  various  markets  and  made  tip  9 
percent  of  the  Interior  supply. 

Prices  on  barrows  and  gilts  vere  50-75 £ 
lower  for  the  week  with  a  few  over  240#  $1.00 
off.  Sows  sold  unevenly  50£-$1.50  lower  with 
most  sales  75*-$1.00  off. 

Closing  sales  at  the  midwest  markets  for 
ndaed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  barrows  and.  gilts  190-240#, 
including  a  few  180-190#  at  eastern  Cornbelt 
markets,  were  from  $11.75-12,50,  and  a  few  to 
$12.75  at  Indianapolis.

At1 St.  Paul  Good 
and  Choice  pigs  realized  $9.50-10.00.     Medium 
and  Good  40-120#  pigs  at  Memphis  sold  from 
$9.00-10.00. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  were  45  percent  greater  than  in  the 
previous  holiday  week  and  10  percent  above  the 
same  week  a  year  ago.     Prices  for  slaughter 
lambs  were  unevenly  25 ^-$1.00  lower,  mostly 
50^  off.    The  greatest  price  downturns 
were  recorded  on  shorn  lambs.     Slaughter  year- 
lings declined  $1.50-3.00  at  Ft.  Worth  but 
were  scarce  elsewhere.     Slaughter  ewes  were 
mostly  steady  except  strong  to  50£  higher 
at  Omaha  and  Indianapolis.     Feeder  lambs  sold 
steady  at  a  number  of  points,   steady  to  50^ 
higher  at  Denver,  but  $1.00  lower  at  St.

NEW  YORK  -  Non-locally  dressed:  Supply 
of  Prime  steer  beef  was  small,  Good  and  Choice 
normal;  calf  and  veal  moderate;  cow  beef,  lamb 
and  pork  normal.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  of  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wools  continued  moderately  active  as  about 
7  cars  sold  at  Bteady  prices.   The  supply 
of  medium  grade  and  half-blood  wools  was 
limited  and  best  demand  was  toward  fine 
wools.  Handlers  of  pulled  wools  reported 
a  modest  volume  sold  with  prices  2*  higher. 
Noils  were  more  active  with  some  dealers 
reporting  a  substantial  weight  bought  for 
import  at  about  2/  higher  prices.   Scoured 
shorn  woolen  wools  were  generally  slow  but 
there  was  a  good  demand  for  lambs  wool. 
Activity  in  the  domestic  primary  areas  was 
limited  due  to  small  supplies. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  mid- 
week showed  the  Continent,  Eastern  Europe, 
Japan  and  England  operating  under  very  keen 
competition.   There  was  a  good  selection  of 
topmaking  and  spinners  Merinos,  come-backs 
and  cross-bred  wools.  Prices  at  all  markets 
were  steady  to  2\  percent  higher.
